WASHINGTON—The ship subsidy men 
propose to give American vessels a fur- 
ther advantage in the payment of tan- 
nage duties. The Humphrey bill, which 
will be introduced as the administration 
measure when C8ngress reconvenes, will 
double the present rate of tonnage taxes 
on vessels engaged in transoceanic trade 
and in the trade to the more southerly 
ports of South America. But it will 
provide that vessels of American build 
and registry will secure a rebate of 80 
per cent of their tonnage taxes, provid-

Tonnave tax technics are worse than 
a Chines® puzzle to the average inland 
citizen.
